Ruler Shouts ‘Long Live Spain’ 
as Anarchist Is Overpow- 
ered; Crowds Cheer. 


FIFTH ESCAPE FROM DEATH 


MADRID, April 16.—King Alfonso today 
narrowly escaped being the victim of an 
anarchist attempt against his life. 

Three shote were fired at the king this 
afternoon in the streets of the capital by a 
native of Barcelona, Rafael Sanches Alle- 
gro, who was immediately overpowered. 

This was the fifth attempt made against 
the king’s life since his reign begah. The 
most serious previous attempt was when a 
bomb was thrown at his carriage when he 
and his bride were returning to the palace 
from the church after their marriage, May 
31, 1906. The bomb exploded under the 
horses, killing seventeen persons, but the 
royal couple escaped injury. 

King’s Courage Saves His Life, 
King Alfonso owes his escape today to his 
own courage, quickness, and skilled horse 

manship. Accompanied by his staff, he was 
riding along the Calle de Alcaig, returning 
from the ceremony of sweating in recrutte, 
when à man ran from the sidewalk opposite | 
the Bank of Spain and seised the bridle of 
the king’s horse with one hand, presenting a 
revolver point blank with the other. 

The king, realising the situation, with light- 
ninglike rapidity dug his spurs into his horse, 
which reared violently. His quickness saved 
big life. The bullet instead of burying iteelf 
in the king's breast, struck the horse on the 
neck, but so close was it that the king's left 
hand glove was blackened by the powder dis- 
charge. 


Assailant Overpowered in Struggle. 
Before the assailant was able to pull the 


trigger again a secret service man sprang 
upon him. The two men fel) to the ground, 
locked in each other's arms, struggling furi- 
ously. The assassin managed to free his re- 
volver arm and fired two more shots, but the 
officer knocked his arm aside and the bullets 
ew harmlessly through the air. 

At the sound of the first shot the king's 
staff forced their horses on the sidewalk and 
made a ring around the assassin, who fought 
fiercely in the grip of four policemen before 
he was overpowered and handcuffed. 

The cavalry escort pushed back the crowd 
which the sound of the shots had caused to 
increase as if by magic. They were already 
greatly excited, but when the soldiers began 
driving them back the crush turned into « 
panic and several people were trampled 
under foot and eleven persons, mostly wom- 
en, were badly burt. 

King Alfonso, as soon as he saw the map 
had been secured, raised himself in the stir- 
rups, turned to the crowd, gave a military 
salute, and shouted: “ Leng live Spain.” 

Great Crowds Cheer Monarch. 

The king then dismounted and reassured 
his staff, saying: It is nothing, gentlemen.” 

Then followed a storm of cheering from the 
wildly enthusiastic crowda The wave of 
gound followed the king all the way to the 
palace, the monareh riding cool, collected, 
and smiling. 

A #pectator, a pensioner Royal Halberdier, 
pushed forward so impetuousty to offer bis 
congratulations te the monerch that he was 
mistaken for another aseaasin and arrested.

OF LAND FRAUDS 


Sates Legis Calls It “Most 
Extraordinary Victory 
for Defense.” 


4 OTHERS EXONERATED. 


A verdict of not guilty was returned yester- 
day by the jury in the Alaskan land fraud 
cases. After seven and a half hours’ consid- 
eration of the evidence the jury changed 
from an evenly divided body to one unani- 
mouse for the acquittal of all defendante as 
follows: 

Albert d. Frost, former president of 
the Chicago and Milwaukee Electric raliway 
company and the Alaska Central railway 
company. 

George M. Seward, Chicago broker and 
former vice president of the two above com- 
panies. 

Pierre G. Beaéh, Chicago lawyer and 
former secretary of the companies. 

George A. ‘Muncie, Ind., 
manufacturer and financier. 

Frank Watson, Spokane, Wash., claim 
locater. 

The verdict was returned at 2 o'clock be- 
fore Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis in the 
United States District court. Following the 
reading of the verdict Judge Landis inspected 
the paper, leaned forward impressively, and 
stated: 

Calls It aordinary. 

“T think it is for me to say that counsel 
for the defense are to be congratulated on 
having achieved a most extraordinary vio- 
tory. Court’s adjourned.” 

The verdict vindicates all the defendants 
from the charges of conspiracy to defraud 
the United States government out of Alaskan 
coal lands valued at $10,000,000. One hour 
after the return of the verdict Mr. Frost is- 
sued the following statement: 

“while the verdict, which has just been 
rendered, completely exonerating me from 
the charges brought against me by the gov- 
ernment is, of course, most gratifying, I had 
at all times complete confidence in my dna! 
vindication. 

“In the fall of 1004 I became interested 
in the financing and construction of the 
‘Alaska Central railway, from Seward, on 
the south coast of Alaska, north to Fair- 
banks, a distance of 483 miles, whith con- 
templated an expenditure of over $20,000,000, 

“The opening up and development of the 
}Matanuska coal fields was an important 
factor in the success of the railroad project, 
| and I induced a number of my friends and 
associates, as well as some of my employés 
to exercise their rights as American citizens 
and take for themselves a claim, which the

It was understood that the jury stood six 
for acquittal and six for conviction on the 
first ballot Saturday night. The case went to 
the jury at 8 o'clock Saturday night. At 1 
o'clock yesterdey morning the jurors retired 
to their beds without having reached an 
agreement. At 10 o'clock in the morning 
the balloting wae resumed in the courtroom 
and at 1 o'clock in the afternoon word was 
sent to Judge Landis that a verdict had been 
reached. Court was convened at 2 p. m. with 
all defendants and attorneys for both the 
prosecution and defense present. 

Government Charges Fraud. 

The prosecution charged the defendants 
with conspiring to defraud the United States 
of valuable coal lands in the Matanuska val- 
ley in Alaska. The government submitted 
evidence tending to show that the men on 
trial planned to secure ultimate control of 
the land by means of dum ” entrymen, 
who were to take the land on claims and, 
after acquiring title, turn the same over to 
the defendants. 

The defense proved that the locaters of the 
coal land claims had bought their claims for 
personal benefit and profit, and disproved the 
existence of any agreement, written or 
verbal, by which they were required to deed 
or sell the lands to Mr. Frost and his qsmo- 


clates.

It is a serious mistake to retain Ald. Block 
as chairman of the local transportation com- 
mittee. Mr. Block has thoroughly proved 
his inefficiency for this the most important 
and difficult place in thé council. The log 
ical chairman is Ald.

Ald. Merriam is not even given a place 
on this committee, though it is reported that 
be may be transferred from the gas, oil, and 
electric committee, the only important as 
signment given him: The fact that a man of 
Ald. Merriam’s abilities and knowledge is 
given no chairmanship and is placed on such 
committees as license and health is a severe 
criticism of the organization. 

An analysis of the assignments, however, 
discloses.

“Where is the Jewish map?’ asked Dr. 
BSokolow. “ The Jewish map is the map of 
the world. The Jewish problem is one of life, 
not of literature; it is a problem that has 
caused an ocean of blood and tears, one that 
will never be solved by a single nation. It's 
for the whole world, you cannot divide ft and 
solve it in parts. 3 

Classifies Jewish Race. 

“There are three kinds of Jews, the op- 
pressed Jew, the Wandering Jéw, and the 
renaissance Jon. The latter ia the kind of 
Jew the Zionists are making, the kind who 
wants to be something, who desires to make 
something of himself and vet retain his 
Judaism. Over in Russia: we have to say 
that we do not use Christian blood in our 
rituals. We are looked down on and despised. 
In Poland, to be a citizen the Jew must turn 
Christian, and it be does he ia despised and 
abominated by both. 7 

“ Work out a culture of your own, work for 
your own welfare and the country will be 
prosperous. Just try to be yourself, try to be 
aJew. We are no more a natural nation, yet 
the Jews all over the world area nation. As- 
simfiation doesn’t; mean knowing the lan- 
guage and understanding the virtues and 
methods of the Christians, and becoming use- 
ful to the country, It means we are losing 
our identity, becoming not even Jews." 


Ghould Retain Judaism. 

“Zioniem in ite abstract sense I am not 
sufficiently familiar with to talk about it. I 
have rather thought that the Zionist looks 
after the welfare of the Jew as a Jew, what- 
ever the country in which he abides. . 

“We should have ever present the con- 
aciousness of being Jews, to enjoy that con- 
sciousness, and to communicate it to others. 
This requires a knowledge of Jewish history, 
traditions, and Hterature.”

Sherman Kingsley, who administered the 
relief funds of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce to victims of the Ohio flood, spoke 
yesterday before the current events class of 
the Evanston Congregational church. 

It is remarkable,“ he sald, how every 
one became instantly busy either trying to 
help those who were making vain endeavors 
to locate their loved ones or else helping in 
the digtribution of food and clothing. 

“One thing that impressed me was the 
heroism displayed by the man who was 
known, before the flood, as a village loafer, 
hobo, or tramp, yet this man was invaria- 
bly just the one who helpec most im the 
rescue work. One man—a helper in one 
of the foundries at Dayton—getting perhaps 
$3 a day, saw four girls on the roof of a house, 
and mounted the roof of an adjoining house, 
forty feet away, where he lassoed the chim- 
ney on the roof where the girls were lo- 
cated and tied the other end of the rope to 
the chimney on his own roof. Then he fitted 
a carpenter's tool carrier onto the rope and 
pushed his way to the other roof. He brought 


| back a.girl each time, finally rescuing him- 


self. This was only one of the many acts 
of heroism enacted during the awful flood 
in Dayton.“

The death of the trotting sire Bingen last 
Saturday in Kentucky deprives harness 
horse breeders of the greatest progenitor of 


seen. Ae a sire of speed his fame is made 
secure by his son, Uhlan, 1:56, champion 
trotter of the world in both single and double 
harness, his record to the latter hitch being 
203%. 

Bingen is the only stallion to sire two trot- 
ters with records of 2:05 or better. His daugh- 
ter, The Leading Lady, made herself cham- 
pion 8 year old trotting filly with a record of 
2:07. 

The sons of Bingen have sired more trot- 
ters with standard records as yearlings or 
2 year olds then the sone of any other horse 
living or dead. His blood has bred on in the 
production of standard speed faster than that 
of any other size, Bingen having speed siring 
grandsons at &n age when most sires were 
represented only by a eon or two. 


Bingen Blood Produces Speed. 
That the Bingen blood will thrive and pro- 
duce speed when put to the test of inbreed- 
ing is shown by Princess Todd, which in 1911 
took a 2 year old record of 2:12% and at 8 re- 
duced her mark to200%. She is by Kentucky 
Todd. grandson of Bingen, and her dam ie a 


daughter of Bingen. 

Siring Uhian, first and unbeaten grand cir- 
cuit performer, then the first trotter to beat 
two minutes in the open,“ and finally a 
world’s champion in both single and double 
harness, would give any stallion high rank. 
Bingen, himself a precocious trotter (he show 
2:12% as @ 2 year old), and at maturity a 2: 
trottet, was @ great sire before Uhlan 
was foaled. 

Admiral Dewey, 2:14% as a 3 year old; Totara,

Todd, 
which trotted in 2:21 as a 2 year old, and in 2:14% 
at maturity, was the first of the sons of Bingen to 
call attention te the carrying power of the 
strain. Then came Bingara, Kentucky Todd, Ad- 
miral Dewey, and at the close of 1912 there were 
twenty-nine represented sons of Bingen in the list 
of 2:60 sires. and between them they had sired 
265 performers in standard time. Todd was cred- 
ited with 81, Bingara with 43, Admiral Dewey with 
81, * Exponent with 20, and Vice Commodore 
with ö 

The speed string grandsons of Bingen are fifteen 
in number. and they have got forty-nine perform- 
ers, Cochato being credited with 24. Kentucky Todd 
with 6. and Commodore Ledyard with 6.

Give Final Programs. 


: BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
HE public which gives intelligent support 
to chamber music represents a smali pro- 
portion of the music lovers in any com- 
munity. Therefore it is not a matter for 
surprise that the audience which as- 
sembled yesterday afternoon in the Fine Arts 
theater for the second and final program of 
chamber music by the Flonzaley quartet should 
have filled only about half of the little audi- 
torium’s 600 seats. In view of the fact that a 
resident quartet has never. succeeded in pstab- 
lishing a following in. Chicago. the distin- 
guished visitors can not expect more generous 
support. | 
As u rule Europeans exhibit that unselfish de- 
votion to art which is demanded for the practice 
of chamber music only while residing in their 
own countries. When they come to America 
that vast majority turn their attention te money 
mal Therefore it is not the Americans who 
are to be reproached for our seeming lack of 
interest in the finest and most intimate phases 


of music, but the foreigners who exploit us. The. 


Flonzaleys are the exception to this rule, for- 
tunately for us, since they happen to repre- 
sent the finest standards of ensemble known to 
comes to 


recognize this fact interest in their appearances 


doubtless will increase and the time may come 
when they can fill the Fine Arts theater.

Their program -yesterday opened with 
Beethoven's early C major quartet, Op: 18, No. 4, 
and closed with Schumann's 4 minor quartet, 
Op. 41, No. 3. Between these Mr. d' Archambeau 
presepted the Bach suite in C major for cello 
alone... The most attractive moments of the 
afternoon were discovered dy the routined 
listener in the Beethoven number. wherein the 
Flonzaleys preserved that exquisite refinement 
of art for which they have hitherto been famed 
only in these portions of the work that reflected 
the spirit and the manner of Haydn. For the 
more vigorous and imaginative portions that 
foreshadow the maturer beauties of Beethoven's 
art, they discovered correspondingly virile in- 
terpretative inflections. These achieved notable 
manifestations in the menuetto and concluding 
allegro. A simjlar ruggedness of style was to 
be observed in the second and concluding 
divisions of Schumann's rather uneven and 
poorly made quartet. 

Mr. d' Archambeau as a soloist eloped many 
graces of tone and of style. Hé represents a 
school of ‘cello playing little “khown in this 
city, though set forth by an ag gee visitor 
like Mr. van VIIet. endows e instrument 
with something of the. violin’s tonal lightness 
and flexibility. If these are qualities not usually 
associated with the intérpretation of Bach it 
must be confessed that .suavity, smoothness, 
and grace proved admirably suited to this series 
of old dances. 

— 

Mischa Elman's farewell was as theatrical an 
exhibition of violin playing as the season has 
offered. There was less dignity and less au- 
thority than when he last appeared. But an 
afternoon dedicated to bravoura, to sentiment, 
to superiative technical display, relieved by 
moments of sincere and serene beauty of feel- 
ing proved just what his admirers want. 

Beethoven was the first victim of Elman’s 
melodramatic disposition. The A major sonata 
was treated as a medium for the display of the 
exaggerated contrast, the obvious accent. In 
short, Elman was not in the mood for Beethoven. 
He became quietly and unaffectedly sincere only 
in the Bach air, which was beautifully done. 
In justice it must de admitted that there is 
slight occasion for earnestness in the Lalo 
Spanish symphony or the Saint-Saéns rondo 
capriecioso. The first was admirably character- 
ized and achieved a miracle of deftly adjusted 
rhythmical values and of technical display. The 
hackneyed rondo was made to scintillate, even 
though Ysaye had so recently made it sing with 
a certain nobility, and humor and sentiment 
were nicely balanced in the smaller pieces. 
Therefore one must conclude that Mr. Elman’s 
admirers were entitled to their thrills and their 
enthusiasm. ‘Elman probably thinks he thinks 
so himself, though he really knows better.

Second Nature. 

We are two elderly women living in the 
“old homestead,” a large and handsomely fur- 
nished home, but with ‘inadequate income to 
keep it up in these days of high cost of 
living. To complicate the situation we had, 
before our financial difficulties set in. as~ 
sumed the partial support and education of 
three young girls. Being unwilling to re- 
linquish this obligation we have set about 
fighting the\cost of living, and adding to our 
income by such means as would not impose 
too heavy physical burdens upon our insuf- 
ficient strength. To begin, we rented three 
of our rooms to quiet, home loving women, 
who wére willing to take all care of their 
rooms for the sake of lower rent. As they 
wished to take their meals with us, we en- 
gaged a woman to come in every day to pre- 
pare the dinner and do such other work as 
her time might allow, For this we pay 50 
cents per half day, with some perquisites of 
leftovers. She leaves the principal part of 
the supper, such as baked. beans, hominy, or 
steamed rice, in the fireless cooker, so that 
with fifteen minutes’ work at supper time we 
have a delicious and satisfying meal of say 
roast or chops, also kept hot from dinner in 
the fireless cooker; poached eggs or omelet. 
With cocoa, home made cookies, and fruit we 
have an abundant meal, with almost no work. 
The board money almost buys the food and 
pays the cook, We exercise the greatest 
economy in the kitchen. Fof instance, the 
water drained from boiled maccaroni, navy 
beans, hominy, or pared or boiled potatoes is 
always saved for the soup kettle. Liquids 
from such strong vegetables as onions, cab- 
bage, turnips, which are generally parbolled, 
is also carefully saved for the soup kettle 
Being very fond of soup we have it nearly 
every day, and it does not cost us a penny. 
All bones, gristie, gravies, and trimmings go 
into the stock pot to give the desired flavor 
and strength. In piace of crackers we use 
bread crusts, carefully cut and browned. In- 
stead of using butter freely we have jellies 

from apple parings, which furnish a 
much more solid jelly than the inside of the 
apple. By way of gaining a variety of flavors 
we use leftover juices from different kinds of 
fruit we may have served-—cherries, plums, 
pineapples, or lemons. As we have room for 
a little fruit in our grounds our jelly costs us 
nothing but the sugar, about 2 cents a glass. 
We find jelly so much nicer if but half the 
usual amount of sugar is used—say two 
measures of juice to one of sugar, as it jellies 
instead of becoming waxy. If by any chance 
it seems too thin it will become perfect jelly 
by letting it set in the glasses in the warming 
oven for a day or two. We cook ouf brown 
bread, suet puddings, roasts, navy beans, 
cookies, hominy, etc. on r days. We 
buy our eggs in June and put away in deep 
stone jars, submerged in water, saving about 
20 cents per dosen in this manner during the 
winter months. 

We never spend money for dish towels, 
using flour sacks and old table cloths. We 
can our own fruits and some of our vegetables 
from our own garden. 

Our housécleaning has heretofore been a 
source of great expense to us, as our rooms 
are many and large, and most of them covered 
with heavy Wilton or velvet carpets which 
have cost from $26 upward for cleaning. 
This year we happened upon a man who was 
demonstrating a vacuum cleaner light enough 
for a woman to operate. We told him we 
would buy one if he would take it out in room 
rent. He gladly accepted our offer and kept 
the room as long as he remained in town, 
We now Own a vacuum cleaner which cost 
us practically nothing. A clear annual saving 
of $25 in housecleaning, 

Economy has now become second nature 
to us, and is no hardship. With the money 
saved in the foregoing ways and others of 
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like nature, we have the sa | of a 
beautiful and well kept home, a goodly 
amount for the benevolences which are al- 
Ss one's door, and to help in a 
very substantial manner three renee girls 
who are growing into a beautiful and finely 
cultured womanhood, and who will before 
many years take se the 
world’s best workers. thout this they 
would have no chance, probably, except as 
hand to mouth wage earns.

Dress Warmly and Avoid Sickness. 

I have been waiting for some one to mention 
how the present fads in dressing tend to in- 
crease the high cost of living. The present 
tendency seems to be a high disregard for the 
winter season. Underwear is of the sheerest, 
lightest weight; summer hose are used all win- 
ter; the underskirt is of cotton or silk and is 
tight fitting; an outside skirt, scant and tight, 
seems to make some concession to the season 
and is generally of wool; but this is offset by 
the gauzy, thin waist of lingerie with open- 
work lace yoke which shows the bare skin 
beneath. In order to feel comfortable in such 
scant attire homes must be superheated, thus 
causing an extravagant use of fuel. But worst 
of all is the illness caused by sudden draughts 
of cold air or sudden chilling of the body in 
going outdoors. If sensible clothing of wool 
protected the body from th sudden changes 
there would not be the eno us number of 
cases of pneumonia which have been noticeable 
last winter and this year.

NOWADAYS ON SYNDICATE PLAN, 


Minister Declares It’s Blasphemy for 
Mothers to Look Upon Offspring as 
Incumbrances—Denies Prenatal Sin.

CROSS LINE UNDER FIRE.

Capt. Figueroa of Mexican Fed- 
erals Gives Life to Save That 
of His Superior. 


Nato, Art., April 13.—Gen./Pedro Ojeda. 
commanding the remnants of his federal gar- 
rison of 300 troopers at Naco, Sorona, sur- 
rendered to the United States troops op 
border patrol here today after having with- 
stood a siege of state troops which lasted for 


| tive days, and in which more than half his 


troopers were i-illed. 

The surrender was hastened by the attack 
upon the federal garrison by the band of 
Yaqui Indians under Gen. Alvaro Obregon, 
commanding state troops, who at daybreak 
burst in upon the little garrison across the 
border and fought viciously. The dead on 
both sides has been estimated at 200. 


' Ojeda Flees ta U. S. Side. 

Gen. Ojeda, while the fighting was at its 
height this morning, attempted to march 
across the border with his band of faithful 
federals. The fire from the enemy was de- 
moralizing a and his men scattered, 
running to the ay tracks which sep- 
arate the two border towns. 


Not even then did the firing from rebels 


cease aud Gen. Ojeda shouted to the Ameri- 
ean soldiers watching the fighting from a 


distance. 


Gives Life for Superior. 

Capt. H. A. Sevart, with company A, Ninth 
United States cavalry, ran at once to his as- 
sistance. The American officer grasped the 
Méxican general by the arm. Together they 
ran through the hall of lead to an automobile 

Capt. Figueroa of the federal garrison, 
with fifteen men remained behind to cover 
Ojeda's flight. One by one he and his fel- 
lows died in the barracks, surrounded by a 
horde of yelling, slaughtering Yaquis. 

Sixty-five wounded from both sides were 
hurried to this town and placed in the army 
hospital. The dead remained piled in the 
streets and hanging from windows of bulid- 
ings as they fell.

Steady Increase of Cost of Living in 
Last Decade Evident. 


(BY A rar CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D, C., April 13.—{Special. }— 
The ineréase in the of meats, butter, 
og, and other foods is only partly account- 
ed for by the developmentof the cold storage 
la 4 business in the last ten yeara according to 
| & report issued by the department of | 
Cold storage has e jexidency pre | 
uniformity of prices through the year. 
The report ig the result of a thorough in- 
vestigation of the Gold storage business and 
of the motements of food prices in tiie coun- 
try in the last thirty years. 


Butter, Pork, and Eggs Higher. 
Among the other conclusions of the report 

are these: 

When prices as expressed in cents ere 
used the price level of pork in the United 
States at large is found to have risen 
considerably in the period from 1003 te 
1911, as compared with the preceding 
twenty years. 

Apparently the price level of butter in 
cents in the United States has risen in the 
last period as compared with the first. 

A much higher price level in cents is in- 
dicated for eggs in the last period than 
for the first. 

In determining changes of price levels, as 
indicated by index numbers instead of by 
cents, a slight tendency toward 4 higher 
price level is indicated for fresh perk. For. 
butter there is undoubted tendency toward @ 
higher price level and the same conclusion ig 
made for eggs. 


Tendency Toward Uniformity. 

For fresh beef there was a tendency toward 
uniformity of prices for only three of the 
thirteen months; for mutton for nne of the 
thirteen months; fer pork for only five of the 
thirteen months; for dressed poultry for eight 
of the thirteen months; for butter for eleven 
of the thirteen months, and for eggs for nine 
of the thirteen months. 

The fact wes established that there is « 
general tendency toward uniformity of prices 
for four of the commodities mentioned and 
a cOntrary tendency for fresh beef and freeh 
pork. 

It is therefore apparent, the report says, 
that the contention of the cold storage in- 
terests ‘that cold storege has counted fon 
uniformity of prices is largely true, but it is 
not true for all commodities nor for all | com: 
parinons of years and periods of years.”
